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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 
1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/6/03 has been entered. 

2. Claims 42-59, 61-69 and 71-73 are pending and are being acted upon in this Office Action. 

3. This application contains sequence disclosures that are encompassed by the definitions for 
nucleotide and/or amino acid sequences set forth in 37 CFR 1.821 (a)(1) and (a)(2). However, 
this application fails to comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 1.821 through 1.825 for the 
reason(s) set forth on the attached Notice To Comply With Requirements For Patent Applications 
Containing Nucleotide Sequence And/or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosure. 

This application fails to comply with the sequence rules because it is noted that the 
computer copy of SEQ ID NO: 4 has only 354 nucleotides while the paper copy of the sequence 
listing for SEQ ID NO: 4 submitted on 7/25/00 has 411 nucleotides. Both computer and paper 
copy of the sequence listing of SEQ ID NO: 4 should have been 411 nucleotides. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 42-59, 61-69 and 71-73 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The second "variable domain" in claim 42 in line 2 should have been deleted because it is 
redundant since the polypeptide encoded by SEQ ID NO: 1 is the light chain variable domain. 

The "variable domain" in claim 42 in line 4 should have been deleted because it is 
redundant since the polypeptide encoded by SEQ ID NO: 2 is the heavy chain variable domain. 
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The "an anti-human CD23" in claims 45-47, and 54-59 should have been "the anti-human 
CD23" for dependent claims. 

The second "variable domain" in claim 48 in line 2 should have been deleted because it 
is redundant since the polypeptide encoded by SEQ ID NO: 3 is the light chain variable domain. 
Please model after claim 71. 

The variable domain in claim 48, line 4 is redundant since the heavy chain variable 
domain consists of the polypeptide encoded nucleotide 58-41 1 of SEQ ID NO: 4. Please model 
after claim 71. 

The second "variable domain" in claim 49 in line 2 should have been deleted because it is 
redundant since the polypeptide encoded by SEQ ID NO: 3 is the light chain variable domain. 
Please model after claim 71 . 

The second "variable domain" in claim 49 in line 4 should have been deleted because it is 
redundant since the polypeptide encoded by SEQ ID NO: 4 is the heavy chain variable domain. 
Please model after claim 71 . 

The "which comprises" in claims 50-53 is ambiguous. It is suggested that "which 
comprises" be replaced with "wherein the human constant region is". 

6. No claim is allowed.
